"Freezing" Prices Bad Business 


With buying power declining, this 
tendency 
to 
"freeze" 
finished 


goods prices bothers me. 
I fail 


to see how you can interest your 
customers in a period such as this 
by marklng-up the price of your 
product. 
Those 
manufacturers 


who have done so will probably 
regret their decision. In making 
this statement, I realize that cer- 
tain fixed costs, such as taxes and 
union wage rates, are behind these 
higher or unchanged prices. The 
quickest way to yank business out 
of a tallspln is to do just what 
raw material producers, such as 
the copper people, have done. 
They have cut their prices down 
to a level where even panicky cus- 
tomers can hardly afford not to 
buy.I am confident that as time 
goes on lower raw-material costs 
will bring about a substantial 
mark-down in retail prices as well.

After the turn of the year, I

cheaper in the Spring.

cars are particularly good bar- 
gains right now. 
Home-builders 


should wait a month or two until 
government pressure forces some 
cuts in costs. 
House-lots, how- 


ever, will probably not be cheaper 
than they are at present. The im- 
portant point is that today real 
bargains exist In most raw mate- 
rials: 
many semi-finished goods 


are dropping; while by late win- 
ter bargains should fee seen in the 
retail field.

Early European Fencer 


Most Deadly Swordsman 


The sword has been the universal 


weapon of mankind. Even in prim- 
itive eommunities such as the South 
Sea Islands there are crude w ooden 
iwordf with inlaid shark's teeth 
The sword has had a definite evolu. 
tion from the days of the hacking, 
slashing Greek and Roman broad- 
swords through the early medieval 
brands to later types such as the 
Highlander clayborn. Gradually the 
thrust supplanted the hack and par- 
ry technique of sword play. 


The most deadly swordsman of 


all time, according to a writer in 
the St Louis Globe-Democrat, was 
the trained European fencer of the 
Seventeenth and Eighteenth centu- 
ries, who preferred the point to the 
edge. By then the earlier Renais- 
sance long rapier had developed 
into the shorter straight concave tri- 
angular - bladcd Cohchemarde of 
Loius XIV. With the decline in the 
use of the sword in war the dress 
or court sword, worn for ceremoni- 
als, occurred.

g I swords have been found at Solingcn 
»a i m Germany, Khngenthal in France, 


Toledo in Spain, "Damascus" (in 
reality Korazan in Persia, for Da- 
mascus blades, like Panama hats, 
are only traded through Damascus), 
Birmingham in England and Venice 
in Italy. 


The principal parts ol a sword 


are the forte and foiable, or blade, 
and the hilt which consists of the 
plate, the pas d'anes grip, the quil- 
loni, the grip, the pommel or knob, 
the button and the knuckle guards.

• treat value. Accidents have been 


comparatively few and construction 
has proceeded steadily. Three years 
from now, the second tube, lying 
north of the one almost ready, will 
be completed. Then each tube, as 
.is the case in the Holland tunnel, 
will carry one-way traffic. The total 
cost of the project is estimated at 
171100,000. In addition, $10,000,000 
has been expended on the Jersey 
side to build a depressed connect- 
ing highway through the Palisades. 


Another great aid to traffic was 


the recent opening of the West Side 
Express highway continuation from 
Seventy-second almost to Dyckman 
street It is now possible to travel 
from Canal street to Dyckman with 
no cross traffic and at a higher and 
safer rate of speed than ever be- 
fore was possible. The new high- 
way, really a second and high speed 
Riverside drive, connects with the 
Hendrik Hudson highway, opened 
last year, which In turn connects 
with the Westchester parkway sys- 
tem. And that's a boon for New 
York motorists who, under the stop 
and go system, have grown gray 
hairs before getting out of town. 
• • * 


The new highway is part of the 


general improvement of the Hudson 
river waterfront which was begun 
several years ago and is rapidly 
nearing completion. Under the new 
plan, land worth many millions, has 
been created by fills, and this new 
land has been turned into parks and 
playgrounds. The tracks of the New 
York Central railroad have been 
roofed over and access to the river 
front made much easier. Also va- 
rious unsightly commercial phases 
of the'river front have been elimi- 
nated. -In time, possibly, adequate 
measures will be taken to eliminate 
tha pollution of the Hudson. Then 
residents of New York will get full 
enjoyment of the majestic river. 


Since Grant's tomb is a promi- 


nent feature of Riverside drive, 
something concerning that great 
structure at the Drive and One 
Hundred .Twenty-third street, may 
not be out of place at this point 
Grant's tomb was dedicated April 
J7, 1807. It wa* not entirely com- 
yleted, but that date marked the 
MT*nty-fifth anniversary 
of the 


birth of Ulysses S. Grant. So work 
was stopped and the ceremonies 
held. The suspended work was nev- 
er returned. Now comes word that 


" after 40 years, the original plans 


will be carried out and completed 
in time for the World's fair. With 
world conditions as they are today, 
4he words over the portico have 
much significance. They are, "Let 
us hara peace." They were the 
conclusion of General Grant's letter 
of May 29,1868, in which he accept- 
ed the nomination for the presidency 
and expressed his earnest desire for 
reconciliation between North and 
South. 


Going back to traffic. The open- 


ing of the new tunnel, which starts 
at Tenth avenue and Thirty-ninth 
street on the New York side and 
goes over to Weehawken, N. J., will 
throw a heavily augmented traffic 
burden on the mid-town section. 
That problem, is highly complicated 
by parked cars. Just what to do 
about parking in mid-town is some- 
thing that is worrying experts. 
Parking meters have been suggest- 
ed not only as a means of revenue, 
but as a means of lessening the num- 
ber of parked cars. 
Nothing has 


been done about the matter yet. 
Maybe with the new officials, some- 
thing will happen to bring about 
some relief.

"It is inevitable that the revolu- 


tion under way in land transporta« 
tion, precipitated by superior *truC' 
tural metals and power units will 
not stop whert the land meets wi- 
ter," he said. 


"The elements of chan«e that in- 


troduced the faster, lighter, rustless, 
streamlined train and are relegating 
the so-called standard freight ear to 
scrap, that changed the automobile 
from a rich man's equipage to the 
average man's necessity, and today 
are causing aviation engineers to 
think in termi of continents and 
oceans and 100-ton loads—these ele- 
ments of change are also going to 
jive us ships faster, lighter, strong- 
er, safer and infinitely more eco- 
nomical in operation." 


Dr. Benger said that if three per 


cent of the gross revenues of the 
United States merchant marine 
from foreign trade—estimated at 
tZOO.OOO.OOO by the maritime com- 
mission—were spent for research by 
chemical industry, a battery of lab- 
oratories could be established for 
research on a scale now unknown 
in shipping. 


"Intelligently applied retearch, on 


a scale justified by the size and im- 
portance of our foreign shipping in- 
dustry," would provide the cure for 
the ills of our merchant marine, the 
research chemist said. 


Dr. Benger recalled that for more 


than a generation before the Civil 
war the American clipper ship was 
supreme on the world1* trade 
routes, with 90 per cent of Amer- 
ica's ocean commerce carried in 
American vessels. He pictured a 
possible return to that supremacy 
with the aid of science. 


"Among the more than 10,000 new 


metal alloys, the new plating proc- 
esses if the electro-chemist and the 
host of other materials of chemical 
origin now available, plus the new- 
est developments in power units— 
surely in this vast field of new 
things, a* yet largely unexplored, 
can be found the stuff out of which 
commercial supremacy at sea may 
be fashioned," he said. 


"Missing Link" Found 


in Care Near Sak Lake 


Washington.—The discovery of an 


American "missing link" in a cave 
near Great Salt lake was announced 
today by Dr. Julian H. Stewart, 
Smithsonian institution archeologist. 


The skeleton may be the oldest 


ever found on this continent, Dr. 
Stewart said. The remains -were 
those of an infant whose body was 
buried in the cave from 5,000 to 12,- 
000 years ago, he said. 


The skeleton is a true "missing 


link" in that it fills a blank in the 
history of America about which 
archeologists previously have al- 
wayi had to guess. It represents a 
culture between the basket makers, 
the last peoples ol which science 
has a fairly complete picture, and 
the so-called Folsom men. 


Folsom men, the oldest known 


Americans, are noted for their 
unique double-chipped arrow heads. 


These early Americans lived near 


the Great Salt lake where the last 
Ice age cut caves in the banks. 


The cave in which the skeleton 


was found is now 364 feet above 
the lake level. This gave scientists 
their most valid clues in computing 
the age of the child.
